of India to be held in New Delhi from 3rd to 17th 
January, 1985, as given in the Annexure are hereby 
notified by the Ministry of Information and Broad¬ 
casting, in consultation with the Department of 
Economic Affairs in so far as the allocation of foreign 
exchange for such import is concerned.

ANNEXURE 

Guidelines for the import of feature films by pri¬ 
vate indian parties on the occasion of the 10th in¬ 
ternational film festival of India 

1. Foreign feature films shall be permitted to be 
imported only by private Indian parties and from 
among the films entered in the Film Market of the 
International Film Festival of India (hereinafter refer¬ 
red to as “the Festival”) to be organised from Janu¬ 
ary 3 to January 17, 1985. 

Note.—For the .purpose of these Guidlines, feature 
films in the “Film Market" shall include the feature 
films entered not only in the Free Market but also 
in the Competitive Section, Retrospective Section 
and Information Section of the Festival. 

2. Imports shall be permitted only in regard to 
theatrical|Tclevision rights in India. 

3. The total imports of feature films by private 
Indian parties shall be restricted to the value of 
rupees 25 lakhs including royalty, cost of prints, 
freight charges and all other expenses payable in 
foreign exchange, but excluding customs duty which 
will be payable in rupees in India. 

4. A maximum of 25 feature films by private 
Indian Parties (excluding imports by the National 
Film Development Corporation, hereinafter referred 
to as “the Corporation”) from amongst the films en¬ 
tered in the Film Market of the Festival shall be 
allowed. 

5. The import shall be permitted on the basis 
of fixed price, inclusding the cost of prints and royal¬ 
ty to be determined on an outright basis. No im¬ 
port shall be allowed on the basis of profit sharing 
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or an any other basis. Import of additional prints 
subsequently will also not be allowed. 

6. The price per film, including royalty and cost 
of prints shall be normally subject to a ceiling of 
rupees two lakhs. In the case of exceptionally good 
films, the Corporation may permit relaxation of the 
ceiling by not more than 10 per cent. 

7. The import of feature films by private Indian 
parties shall continue to be canalised through the 
Corporation, which shall be paid canalisation fee at 
the rate of Rs, 50,000 (Rupees Fifty thousand) only 
per film. The private Indian parties may, howevei, 
make their own arrangement for distribution of the 
imported films in India. 

j 8, A seller shall produce documents about the 
authority vested in himjher by the production com¬ 
pany to sell its film in the Film Market, before the 
Corporation permits him [her to sell the film in the 
Film Market. 

9. A non-resident Indian shall not be allowed to 
sell films to Indian parties in the Film Market. 

10. All private Indian parties desirous of importing 
feature films under these guidelines shall enter into 
negotiation with the foreign parties and get their 
contracts registered with the Corporation as soon as 
the contracts are entered, but not later than 17th 
January, 1985, 

11. All the contracts registered with the Corpora¬ 
tion shall be placed before a Contract Approval 
Committtee to be set up by the Corporation. Al] the 
contracts registered during the festival period shall 
be cleared by the Corporation, after taking into con¬ 
sideration the recommendations of the Contract Ap¬ 
proval Committee by 7th January, 1985. 


12. The Contract Approval Committee shall give 
due weigh tage. inter-all a, to the quality of the films 
while approving the contracts. The following guide¬ 
lines shall be followed by the Committee for select¬ 
ing films for giving approval. 

(i) First preference shall be given to films enter¬ 

ed m the Competetive, Information and 
Foreign Restrospective Sections of the 
Festival. Within this category preference 
shall bo given to films from the Third 
World countries. 

(ii) Second preference shall be given to films 
entered in the Free Market section of the 
Festival. Within this category again pre¬ 
ference shall be given to films from Third 
World countries. 

13. The Contract Apprvoal Committee shall give 
preference to those Indian parties which are already 
in the film business (distribution etc). 

14. The Contract Approval Committee shall pre¬ 
pare a panel of approved films in excess of the films 
which can be imported within the ceiling of 25.00 
lakhs, so that if a film approved within the ceiling 
is not imported, another private Indian party can 
be given the chance to import a film. 

15. The private Indian party whose contract is 
approved by the Corporation shall have t 0 utilise the 
foreign exchange placed at his disposal and import 
the film within 30 days of the date of receipt of the 
approval or the date of placing the foreign exchange 
at his disposal, whichever is later. If be fails to do 
so, the approval shall be treated to have been can¬ 
celled and another private Indian party whose film 
is included in the panel referred to In para 14 above 
may be given an opportunity to import the film sub¬ 
ject to availability of foreign exchange at that time. 
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
